vices next season. 


Contracts worth over 
$500,000 for three years 
are being mentioned as 
being dangled in front of 
Patikas in efforts to lure 


the pacey midfielder 
away from Greek First 
Division club AEK. 

His current contract 


with AEK, which ends in 
December 1988, is worth 
well over $300,000 plus 
free accommodation and 
a sports car. 

Giant wealthy rival 
Greek clubs, Panathi- 
naikos and Olympiakos, 
are reported to have 
great aspirations of gain- 
ing Patikas’ services for 
next year. 

The pressure on Pati- 
kas became so intense 
that. last week AEK 
asked Patikas to make a 
press statement that he 
was happy and would not 
leave the « » whilst he 
remains in Greece. 

Patikas, a protege of 
Sydney City’s Eddie 
Thomson, has complete- 
ly changed his style but 
not his speed. 


In a recent Greek Ist 
Division match before a 
crowd of 23,500 at the 
magnificent Olympic 
Stabium, Patikas virtual- 
ly single-handedly 
destroyed visiting Veria 
by 5 goals to nil. 


The former Sydney 
Croatia player set up two 
goals and nailed in two 
more himself to bury the 
visitors. 


A Sydney coach, 
Dennis Papas from 
North Sydney Hellas, 
who was at that match, on 
arriving back in Australia 
from a business trip to 
Greece, told ASW last 
night:“Jimmy has ma- 
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tured so much since leav- 
ing Sydney. He is always 
running into space, plays 
the one-touch repeatedly 
and in front of goals has 
so much time and steadi- 
ness. 

“In the space of just 
over 12 months, Patikas 
has rocketed into one of 
Greece’s top five star 
players. 

“He is easily the fastest 
and certainly not afraid 
to attack all defences.” 

Last week-end after 
AEK’s match against 
Doxa, a European foot- 
ball agent was blocked 
from gaining entry into 
the dressing rooms to see 
Patikas. 

Despite being home- 
sick for Australia, he ful- 
ly realises that he cannot 
possibly earn the income 
here that he can in 
Greece to secure the 
future for himself and his 
attractive wife of 12 
months, Australian-born 
Denise.

Then there are the state tennis titles and the 
Australian championships, which draw public in- 
terest commensurate with their particular ratings. 

So it runs through sport, but In Soccer things run 
differently. 

The World Cup is everything, and international 
matches. in Australia, with a notable few excep- 
tions, are relegated to something a deal less in the 
public mind. 

It was not so before the World Cup became the 
big interest, although it is easy to agree that in pre- 
World Cup days much of the public was naive in 
their approach to the true standing of International 
football as was displayed in the Commonwealth. 

Some of the problems of recent years have been 
occasioned by the code itself. 

The national coach and squad needs say 60 
matches against varying types of opponents in the 
four year World Cup cycle build up. 

The games, at home or away, are obtained by 
hook or by crook. 

Then they are played. It can be a big deal such as 
a Juventus, Arsenal or Celtic visit, with attendant 
crowds — or something much less. 

But many promotion vehicle companies have 
been Involved, and all have gone their way. 

There has been little financial risk on most 
matches to the Australian Soccer Federation. And, 
on the other hand, there has been precious little 
continuity of promotion of the games. 

This lack of promotion Is self defeating. Little is 
learnt. No proper connection is made with the 
junior game, and things wind down. 

Exceptions involve the Winfleld promotion of the 
World Cup tie against Scotland in Melbourne and 
the Australia-Juventus game in the same city. 

So in 1987 the credibility of the game — rightly 
claimed as the world game — comes under the 
spotlight as Manchester United, Nottingham 
Forest, Glasgow Celtic and separately Everton are 
to tour. 

A Perth syndicate has been handed control of 
the four team tournament. 

We are told that they have a financial pedigree. 
They must be congratulated on their enterprise 
and it Is to be hoped that they have the expertise to 
match their judgment. 

But in these times of the reduced value of the 
Australian dollar they have taken on a big task. 

If they have the right players in the touring clubs 
then they should have a brilliant product to sell. 

Their test Is to sell the product properly. 

The Socceroos will gain a great deal from the 
exercise, with the Olympic games qualifiers com- 
Ing up. 

They should be in great touch as they then wing 
their way to Seoul to compete against some 
marvellous opposition in the President’s Cup.

QUEENSLAND Soc- 
cer clubs are in up- 
roar over a National 
League executive 
decision to wash its 
hands of _ involve- 
ment in the qual- 
ifying series which 
could provide re-en- 
try to the National 
competition for a 
Sunshine State 
team in 1988. 


The NSL_ decision 
means the Queensland 
XXXX League premiers 
could be faced with air- 
fare and accommoda- 
tion bills in excess of 
$10,000 to chance their 
fortune and skills 
against the Victorian 
and South Australian 


champions. 

The winner of the 
qualifying series will 
join the NSW _ State 


Bank premiers in the 
1988 West End NSL, 
replacing two relegated 
teams. 

The NSL_ Executive 
opted earlier this month 
to refer the finalising of 
the format, the 
organisation, and more 
importantly, the finan- 
cing of the, qualifying 
tournament back to the 
State Federations in- 
volved. 

“It’s their qualifying 
tournament, they can 
play it how they like,” 
said NSL Executive Di- 
rector Mr Stefan 
Kamasz. 

Kamasz added he 
could see no reason for 
West End National 
League sponsorship 
funds to be poured into 
a tournament involving 
State League teams. 

The Queensland Soc- 
cer Federation, on be- 
half of its leading clubs, 
has written letters to the 
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NSL and the Australian 
Soccer Federation 
asking for urgent clar- 
ification of the details of 
the qualifying tourna- 
ments. 

“Everything must be 
settled and announced 
prior to the start of the 
season,” said QSF 
secretary Alan Vessey. 

“Our premiers may 
not be decided until the 
last round of fixtures. It 
will be an impossible 
situation, if they then 
have to start negotiating 
over who and where 
they are playing in the 
qualifying tournament.” 


Attitude 


The Queensland 
clubs, which include 
Brisbane City and 
Lions who were 
among the 10 sides 
axed from last year’s 
NSL, are generally in 
favor of home and 
away ties against their 
Victorian and South 
Australian opponents. 

They believe costs 


could be minimalised by 
them playing a game in 
Melbourne on Friday 
night and then a match 
in Adelaide the follow- 
ing Saturday. Similarly 
the two southern clubs 
to compete would go to 


Brisbane on the same 
weekend. 
But several Queens- 


land clubs believe a push 
will be on for the 
tournament to be played 
at one venue, probably 
Melbourne’s Olympic 
Park as it looms as a 
central location. 

“That would be an 
unfair home advantage 
to the Victorians and a 
massive financial disad- 
vantage to the Queens- 
land club,” said one 
Brisbane club official. 


“We are committed to 
getting back into the 
national competition as 
soon as we can and it is 
only fair that the pass- 
age back be clearly and 
fairly mapped out. 

“The current attitude 
seems to be one of NSL 
members .can smile and 
the rest can please them- 
selves.””

quality. It already has a 
splendid grandstand and 


restaurant facilities to 
cater for every 
supporter. 

BUT, the artificial 


surface has its critics. Mr 
Roger Hampson, the 
manager of the Olympic 
Park complex is aware 
of this and is confident 
that with time Victorian 
Soccer will be the even- 
tual winner. 


Roger sees the new 
No 2 as being the main 
training centre of Victo- 
rian Soccer. “It is a 
God-send”, he said. All 
teams will be able to use 
the ground to train on 
and if any team has the 
foresight the ground 
should be ‘approved by 
our F.A. for matches to 
be played on it. 

The beauty of such a 
field is that under any 
weather condition train- 
ing or matches will be 
unaffected. Luton Town 
and Queens Park Ran- 
gers in England have 
seen the volume of post- 
poned games drastically 
reduced due to the 
artificial surfaces they 
play on. The theory is 
that they do receive an 
advantage by playing on 
the artificial surface 
regularly, but if the 
trend continues and 
more sides adopt this 
surface, after all they 
will gain financially in 
the long run, more and 


more teams will aclima- 
tise and the advantage 
will level off. 


The English League 
has moved against artifi- 
cial surfaces, but that 
could prove to be a 
short-sighted viewpoint. 

Teams will benefit 
during the season if their 
grounds are waterlogged 
and training has to be 
concelled or moved to 
another venue. Not only 
this the Soccer season 


normally finishes in 
October and restarts in 
March the following 
year. 

Most clubs play on 
council grounds and 


during this time grounds 


undergo repairs or are 
made into cricket 
grounds etc, which 


makes it hard for teams 
to arrange grounds for 
pre-season training or 
friendly matches. The 
problems will not be so 
bad now that Olympic 
Park No 2 will be avail-

As mentioned, the 
ground can be _ used 
potentially every hour of 
the year as its durability 
is guaranteed for five 
years but the pitch itself 
can last for 10 years. 
Normal grass __ pitches 
should only be used up 
to 16 hours a week. 


Roger has some good 
news for the people who 
think theyll be paying 
high costs for the pitch 
equal to that of the fee 
for No 1. He assures me 
that the charge per hour 
is only $60. Any side 
from the NSL down to 
Industrial League will 
be able to afford that 
cost and train on a first 
class pitch. 


The surface itself is 
sand filled and has a 25 
millimeter coat of artifi- 
cial grass with another 
25 millimeter shock pad 


s 
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between the sand and 
grass. It is very similar 
to Luton Town’s and 


moulded soles can be 
worn — that’s another 
plus as players won't 


have to outlay any extra 
costs. 

I believe the pitch will 
take some getting used 
to, but in the long run 
skill levels will be grea- 
ter as the pitch will allow 
players to express them- 
selves with out the wor- 
ry of the ball hitting a 
bump or being inter- 
fered with by a puddle. I 
could go on for a while 
longer about the bad 
points of grass pitches 
and I guess critics of the 
artificial surface could 
go on about them too. 

Forthe moment the 
new synthetic surface 
will be an_ excellent 
opportunity for Soccer 


to the advantage of it for 
training. Who knows in 
years to come number 
two may become num- 
ber one.

If that result was a 
rude shock to the 
Young Socceroos, 
their next match 
against the Kiwis in 
New Zealand was an 
even bigger one.

This fact must not be 
underestimated when 
analysing Australia’s 
development in world 
football. 

Every country has the 
chance to produce a 
batch of exceptional 
youngsters at the right 
time who could take it 
into the finals of one 
tournament as the USA 
and Qatar have done, 
but to do it in four 
tournaments in a row, 
with four entirely diffe- 
rent squads shows a con- 
sistency that cannot be 
disputed. 

Any arguments that 
Australia’s first appear- 
ance in these champion- 
ships was due to the fact 
that the finals were held 
in this country and the 
young Socceroos 
obtained automatic 
qualification can be shot 
down by the results that 
the team put together 
during that unforgetable 
campaign. 

The 1981 youth team 
was of course moulded 
together by Les Schein- 
flug as was the 1983 side 
that got to the Mexico 
finals. 

Jimmy Shoulder took 


over for the Russian 
finals in 1985 before 
Scheinflug was de- 


servedly brought back 
for the current team. 


Incredible!

Scheinflug did not 
have a squad as late 
as six months ago.

When the initial

It would be 
very embarrassing. 


That's where the VSF’s 
well constructed constitu- 
tion steps in. It is uncon- 
stitutional for a non-Victo- 
rian side to take part in a 
league championship. That 
is why there will be no points 
awarded and all games will 
be basically —_ exhibition 
matches. 

As the secretary of the 
VSF, Mr George Wallace 
said: “If the AIS won the ti- 
tle who would be promoted 
to the NSL? Or on the other 
hand what if they finished 
last? Who would be rele- 
gated?” 

Victorian coaching  di- 
rector Tim White agrees 
with Mr Wallace in that they 
do not believe the games will 
be typical practice matches, 
with State League sides re- 
sting star players or teams 
playing less than 100%. 


“There is too much pride at 
stake.” Victorian Soccer 
over the past three years has 
become the pace setter and 
this improvement must con- 
tinue at all levels. 


Moving Around 


Some clubs have also 
mentioned they don't 
want to travel to the ACT 
and Tim White answers to 
disgust. “Those teams 
who are playing in the 
State League and don’t 
have the ambition to adv- 
ance to the NSL, should 
not be in Victoria’s pre- 
mier League.” 

This opportunity to travel 
to the ACT and play an 
“official” match should be 
met with enthusiasm and 
treated in the same manner 
that NSL sides treat an inter- 
state match. I believe most 
players would look forward 
so such an experience. 

Ron Smith, the acting 
head coach of the AIS, also 
disputed that matches would 
be played at anything less 
than 100%. “The no point 
system does not bother the 
side at all, the boys always 
give there all, as the Institute 
does not necessarily worry 
about points on the board 
but the end result.

The International Federation of Association 
Football (FIFA) is without doubt the largest sports 
organization in the world. Set up in Paris by the 
National Football Associations of France, 
Belgium, Denmark, Netherlands, Spain, Sweden 
and Switzerland, FIFA itself organizes the 
following association football tournaments: the 
World Cup once every four years: the Football 
Olympics held during the Olympic Games and, 
once every iwo years, the World Youth Football 
Tournament, a contest for players under twenty 
Of late, FIFA celebrated the first. World Pa 
Tournament for players under 16, which is alsé to 
take place every two years. .- 

Ttis the task of FIFA to promote the ‘Game of 
football, foster_friendly relations amongst national 
leagues and their player§, enforce respect lor 
tules and regulations and settle disputes. 

FIFA accepts no form of distrimination against 
any country or individual on racial, religious or 
political grounds. Its membership of over 150 
National Football Associations is approved by its 
Congress, FIFA's legislative body which meets 
every two years. It has an Executive Committee 
with standing commissions and an administrative 
body, called the General Secretariat. Its 
headquarters are located in Zurich, Switzerland 
Jodo Havelange is the President of FIFA and 
Joseph S. Blailer is its Secretary General. 


HISTORY OF THE EVENT £ 


The main purpose of FIFA is to promote and 
develop association football in all parts of the 
world and it, therefore, attaches special 
importance to the organization of contests for 
youngsters of all dges and ability 

From 1976 onwards, FIFA has held training 
courses in almost 100 countries for coaches, 
referees, sports doctors, and for the 
administrative and secretarial staff of national 
associations. To test the effectiveness of such 
training courses in practice, FIFA decided to 
organize, in addition to the already existing 
World Cup and Football Olympics, an 
international contest offering youngsters, from the 
Third World in particular, the opportunity to 
measure their strength against players their age 
from countries with better soccer 

Since FIFA could not alone finance an event of 
such worldwide scope, it looked for an 
enthusiastic sponsor of sports, and found an 
ideal associate in the Coca-Cola Company. This 
is why the pee of this new competition is 
called the FIFAYCOCA-COLA CUP 


EVENTS HELD 

The first two competitions in Tunisia, 1977 and 
Japan, 1979 were still celebrated under the 
“ame of “World Tournament”, From then 
onwards, in 1981 in Australia, 1983 in Mexico 
and 1985 in the USSR, the games bear the 
official name of “World Youth Championship for 
the FIFA/COCA-COLA CUP" 

Up to this date, 43 countries in all have taken 
part in this event, but only Mexico and Brazil 
played in all three competitions for the 
FIFA/COCA-COLA CUP. 


PREPARATIONS 

At the end of October, 1985, COL-Chile 87 started 
its preparations for the World Youth 
Championship. The project was divided into three 
specific areas: infrastructure, the’ event itself and 
the Chilean Youth Team..By September 19th. 
1986, the following progress had been made in 
each of these areas: 


In accordance with the requirements of the FIFA 
Action Program and after an analysis of the 
conditions offered by the different cities in Chile 
for such an event. the following ten towns were 
selected in November 1985 as possible sites for 
preliminary rounds in the IV World Youth 
Championship:

These cities had to submit their applications, duly 
endorsed by the respective municipal authorities. 
before December 31st. 1985. accompanied by a 
list of some 700 items relating to sports, training 
and related facilities, hotel accomodations, 
transportation, telecommunications, hospitals. 
tourism. and cultural, educational, financial, 
business and economic facilities. 

Response from the cities was excellent and with 
the aid of modern technology over 10,000 data 
were processed in the month of January. The * 
results weres submitted to FIFA for its 
consideration on January 23, 1986, when its 
Inspection Committee made its first visit to Chile. 
The Committee was led by Harry Cavan. 
accompanied by Abilio D’Almeida, Walter Gagg, 
and Jose Bonetti. 

In February FIFA presented its report and the 
towns of La Serena and Talca were struck off the 
list. The other cities had to commit themselves to | 
make the necessary investments in remodeling 
their stadiums and in other works. 

On March 25, 1986 the following investment 
program for the different cities and their stadiums 
was presented to FIFA.
